G EN EV A (A P ) — The U.S. 
delegation threatened today to 
walk out of the Kennedy Round 
tariff negotiations if no progress 
is made “ within the next 24 
hours." an authoritative source 
reported. 


The source said U.S. Chief 
Delegate VViUiam Roth, Presi- 
dent Johnson’s special repre­ 
sentative, made the threat in “ a 
bellicose speech” during nego­ 
tiations on grains. 
The source said Roth threat­ 
ened to “ pack his bags and re­ 
turn to Washington Wednesday 
morning” if there is no sign of 
the current deadlock being bro­ 
ken. 


Representatives of the United 
States and the six European 
Common Market nations ended 
a crucial night session early 
today without progress. A neu­ 
tral mediator said if no agree­ 
ment was reached later today at 
an expanded meeting including 
key members of the 52 partici 
pating nations, there was little 
chance of accord by week’s end. 
Agreement by the end of the 
week is considered vital be­ 
cause President Johnson’s au 
thority to cut American tariffs 
as much as 50 per cent expires 
June 30, and experts estimate 
that it will take at least six 
weeks to hammer the necessary 
accords into shape after the 
negotiators agree.

Over Tariff 


Representative 
Demands Progress 
Within 24 Hours 


GENEVA (AP) — The U.S. 
delegation threatened today to 
walk out of the Kennedy Hound 
tariff negotiations if no progress 
is made “ within the next 24 
hours,” an authoritative source 
reported. 


The source said U.S. Chief 
Delegate William Roth, Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s special repre­ 
sentative, made the threat in “ a 
bellicose speech” during nego­ 
tiations on grains. 
The source said Roth threat­ 
ened to “pack his bags and re ­ 
turn to Washington Wednesday 
morning” if there is no sign of 
the current deadlock being bro­ 
ken. 


Representatives of the United 
States and the six European 
Common M arket nations ended 
a crucial night session early 
today without progress. A neu­ 
tral m ediator said if no agree­ 
ment was reached later today at 
an expanded meeting including 
key m em bers of the 52 partici­ 
pating nations, there was little 
chance of accord by week’s end. 
Agreem ent by the end of the 
week is considered vital be­ 
cause President Johnson’s au­ 
thority to cut American tariffs 
as much as 50 per cent expires 
June 30, and experts estim ate 
that it will take at least six 
weeks to ham m er the necessary 
accords into shape after the 
negotiators agree. 
The stalem ate could result in 
an 
em ergency conference 
by 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
and foreign m inisters of many 
of the 53 participating nations.

Vatican Permits 


Canon of Mass 


In Vernacular 


VATICAN CITY (A P) - The 
Vatican has given the bishops of 
each country perm ission to al­ 
low the central part of the Ro­ 
m an Catholic Mass — the Canon 
— to be said in the native lan­ 
guage instead of in Latin. 
The change may begin June 
29 in countries where it is ap­ 
proved by the national confe­ 
rence of bishops. 
The newest liturgical change, 
m a decree from the Vatican 
Congregation of Rites approved 
by Pope Paul VI, also perm its 
the native tongue to be used In 
ordaining priests and in the re ­ 
quired reading by priests of the 
Divine Office, a series of daily 
prayers. 
The transition from Latin to 
the vernacular in the Mass was 
recom m ended by the Vatican 
Ecum enical Council in 1963. 


RALEIGH. N.C. (A P) — The 
North Carolina Legislature has^ 
enacted a bill liberalizing the 
state’s 86-year-old abortion law. 
The governor has no power of 
veto. 
The Senate concurred Monday 
night in technical am endm ents 
approved by the House of Rep­ 
resentatives, thus adopting the 
law. 
The new abortion law is sim i­ 
lar to one recently adopted in 
Colorado. It supersedes an 1881 
North Carolina statute allowing 
abortions only if the life of the 
m other was in danger. 
The new' North Carolina law 
perm its abortions if the moth­ 
e r’s health would be gravely im ­ 
paired by giving birth to the 
child; there is substantial risk 
the child will be born with seri­ 
ous m ental or physical defect; 
the m other was raped and re­ 
ported the crim e to authorities 
within seven days; or the moth­ 
er was a victim of incest. 
The law also requires that 
three physicians not associated 
in practice certify that the abor­ 
tion is needed and th a t the 
woman qualifies under one of 
the four sections. 
One difference between the 
North Carolina law and the new 
Colorado statute is a North C ar­ 
olina requirem ent th at allows 
only em ergency abortions un­ 
less the woman has been a resi­ 
dent 
of 
the 
state 
for 
four 
months. Colorado has no resi­ 
dence requirem ents. 
The new North Carolina abor­ 
tion law won House and Senate 
approval in most instances on 
voice votes. Attempts to delete 
sections of the bill and weaken 
it failed.

To the Editor: 
From tim e to tim e, particu lar­ 
ly du ring the tax filing period, 
a few indiv idu als m ake pu b lic 
statem ents expressing their v iew 
ab ou t Federal Income Taxes. 
We are most fortu nate to liv e 
in a cou ntry whose constitu tion 
gu arantees the priv ilege of free­ 
dom of speech. It is u nfortu nate, 
howev er, when a few indiv idu als 
in exercising this right m ake 
statem ents which can b e mis­ 
leading and, if not carefu lly 
exam ined, m ight persu ade peo­ 
ple to lose confidence in the ad­ 
m inistration of pu b lic laws, in­ 
clu ding ou r Federal Tax laws. 
Some indiv idu als are heard 
to say that they neither file a 
retu rn nor pay income taxes 
and in fact encou rage others to 
do likewise. Others say they file 
an income tax retu rn b u t do not 
inclu de their tax paym ent. Act­ 
u ally these indiv idu als do pay 
the fu ll tax for which they are 
liab le 
and 
the 
pu b lic 
shou ld 
know that they do. 
Howev er, b ecau se of the strict 
statu tory prov isions which right­ 
fu lly protect the tax m atters of 
an indiv idu al from disclosu re, 
indiv idu al cases cannot b e dis­ 
cu ssed.

m ents generally fall into one of 
the following categories: 
(a) Those who do not hav e 
su fficient income to incu r a tax 
liab ility,

b u t either pay it u pon receipt 
of the first notice of tax du e, or

(5) While doing this, be sure 
that there is no leakage of air 
through the cictim’s nose. For 
through the victim’s nose.

With a child, both the 
nose and the mouth can be cov­ 
ered by the rescuer’s mouth, 
giving full advantage of all the 
oxygen. 
(6) Send for professional help 
as quickly as possibly, but do 
not leave the victim to do so. 
The resuscitation must continue 
uninterrupted. 
Do not stop or become dis­ 
couraged if the victim does not 
respond quickly. A doctor may 
give stimulating drugs in addi­ 
tion to this method of artificial 
help. Drugs, however, are not 
nearly as important as the air 
you are breathing into him. 
The key points to be remem­ 
bered are; don’t delay, send for 
help, tilt the head far back­ 
wards, lift the jaw upward and 
berun mouth to mouth aid im­ 
mediately. 
You, too, may share the joy 
of saving a life if you are pre­ 
pared to do so. 


To Ute Editor: 
From time to time, particular­ 
ly during the tax filing period, 
a few individuals mako public 
statements expressing their view 
about Federal Income Taxes. 
We are most fortunate to live 
in a country whose constitution 
guarantees the privilege of free­ 
dom of speech. It is unfortunate, 
however, when a few individuals 
in exercising this right make 
statements which can be mis­ 
leading and, if not carefully 
examined, might persuade peo­ 
ple to lose confidence in the ad­ 
ministration of public laws, in­ 
cluding our Federal Tax laws. 
Some individuals are heard 
to say that they neither file a 
return nor pay income taxes 
and in fact encourage others to 
do likewise. Others say they file 
an income tax return but do not 
include their tax payment. Act­ 
ually these individuals do pay 
the full tax for which they are 
liable and the public should 
know that they do. 
However, because of the strict 
statutory provisions which right­ 
fully protect the tax matters of 
an individual from disclosure, 
individual cases cannot be dis­ 
cussed. 
People making these state­ 
ments generally fall into one of 
the following categories: 
(a) Those who do not have 
sufficient income to incur a tax 
liability, 
(b) Those who pay by means 
of taxes withheld from their 
wages, and 
(c) Those who do not remit 
payment with their tax return, 
but either pay it upon receipt 
of the first notice of tax due, or 
include a note stating where the 
money is on deposit for tax col­ 
lection. 
97 per cent of the income tax 
in the United States is volun­ 
tarily reported and paid. This 
is a tribute to the integrity and 
patriotism of the American citi­ 
zen which is unmatched by any 
other country in the world. 
This overwhelming majority 
who believe in supporting a gov­ 
ernment which insures their free 
dom should know that those few 
individuals who say they feel 
no such obligation are dealt 
with firmly and in no way es­ 
cape the payment of income tax 
when a tax liability is incurred. 
Public confidencd in the in­ 
tegrity of our tax system and 
in equitable enforcement of the 
tax laws is an invaluable asset 
that must be protected, pre­ 
served and maintained. In order 
that the hundreds of thousands 
of conscientious taxpayers in our 
Cincinnati District will not be 
misled by the statements of a 
few, I want to assure them that 
we in IRS are dedicated to ad­ 
minister and enforce the Federal 
Tax laws in such a manner as 
to merit their confidence and 
respect.

George Champion, the chair­ 
man of the Chase Manhattan 
board, went up to Middlebury 
College in Vermont recently to 
tell the students he was reject­ 
ing the economists' politicalized 
advice. 
“By 
definition,” 
he 
said, 
goods and services . . . But the 
Communists seem more inter­ 
ested in buying Western know­ 
how than Western goods. They 
want to import manufacturing 
units with special emphasis on 
chemical complexes, 
automo­ 
bile plants and the like. To me, 
this is a strange concept 
of 
trade, and raises a question of 
what we could expect to get in 
return. I would be very much 
surprised if we wanted the Rus­ 
sians to build us a few MIG fac­ 
tories here in New England or 
another Aswan dam . . . Our 
own natural resources, together 
with those of Canada and other 
Free World nations, have usual­ 
ly been sufficient to accommo­ 
date our needs. Russian exports 
to the U. S. have been largely 
restricted to . . . caviar and 
vodka . . . Altogether our ex­ 
ports to the Communist world 
run about $200 million a year, 
less than one per cent of total 
U. S. exports. Even if restric­ 
tions were eased, it is doubtful 
that this trade would increase 
substantially . . .’’ 
So, in Mr. Champion’s estima­ 
tion, if the Soviets are to bet 
chemical complexes and auto­ 
mobile plants, they must, as he 
put it, seek “long-term credit 
— eight years on one deal, fif­ 
teen years on snottier. ” Mr. 
Champion told the students that 
“ ‘Buy now’ has become 
a 
Communist slogan, ‘Pay later’ a 
Communist habit In view of tho 
risks involved, little long-term 
credit would be extended unless 


Western governments provided 
companies with firm guarantees 
— in other words, unless the tax­ 
payers vouched for the credits. 
Now some may call this ‘trade,’ 
but it looks to me suspiciously 
like economic aid, and enables 
the Communists to divert re­ 
sources to military production 
and international subversion.” 
In short, Mr. Champion, as 
the representative of the Chase, 
is saying, “Include me out.” He 
isn’t taking advice from econo­ 
mists who are trying to double 
as experts on politics. And he 
isn’t picking up any government 
bills for “economic aid.” If the 
Russians want to trade, he says, 
they should try to narrow the 
“confidence gap” by dealing 
with others on a “normal trade 
basis.” Let them “open their 
books and explain fully the ex­ 
tent of their resources, their re­ 
serves, 
their balance-of-p a y- 
ments situation, and their short 
— and long-term commitments 
. . . If Russia’s ultimate objec­ 
tive remains to overthrow our 
system of government and eco- 
omics, it would obviously be 
folly for us to build that conn 
try up through long-term cred­ 
it.” 
If Lyndon Johnson wants to 
extend economic aid to the Com­ 
munists for diplomatic reasons, 
he should have it out with Con­ 
gress on that basis. But, as one 
private citizen, this columnist 
would rather see his tax money 
go to Brazil, or Kenya, or the 
Maldive Islands than to any of 
the nations that are tending 
those MIGS and rockets to the 
North Vietnamese. I would very 
much like to see Mr. Champion, 
as my own chosen friend at the 
Chase, go to Washington to 
dear ap a few Senators* minds 
on these matters.

That’s true, but it’s far from 
the whole story. The American

French.
